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COLORADO RIVER AREA PROJECT BOUNDARY STUDY

The Davis Lake arca project cncompasses a (ormer channel of
the Colorado River, 11,3 miles long, located 20 miles down-
strewn from Blythe. Tho nnrchenly ~.7 miles of the channel
was separated From the main river as a rvesult of the 1847
pilat cut made by the 1.8, Bureau of Reclamation. The south-
cvly 8.6 miles of chanmel was separated from the river as a

sult of the 1968 Cibola Cut., Most of the cut-off channel is
presently a back water area into which the main Palo Verde
Valley Irrigation District drainage canal discharges.

The Colorado River is one of the areas identified for boundary
determination projects in the State Lands Rivision budget.

The Davis Lake arca was seleécted as the first of several avreas
along the river for a study of State ownership and houndary
problens. Ownership determination is needed in this area
before such additional pxob]cms as commercial recreation con-
trol and environmental protection car be considered.

The Ravis Lake Area Pr¢ject 3oundary study, submitted fot Com-
mission consideration, is the rvesult of staff investigation
which concluded that the State of Ca11f01n1d owns the westexrly
half of the cut-off channel of the Colorado River in the subject
area. A field survey was made, and maps drawn vhich will be
submitted to the State Lands Commission at a later date.

In January, a letter was sent to Arizona '‘Governor, Raul Castro,
advising him of the agency 5 work on the Colorade River, and
suggesting that Arjzona's concurrence with and pauticipation

in the ownershlp deteimination would be advantageous to the
people of both states. Response from Governor Castro indicates
that the matter is under review.
